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^mrp  B>t  Clair 

iNR'\’’  ST.  CLu^IR  need  not  have  come 
to  Greenville  to  distinguish  himself.  He 
could  have  . done  that  in  any  city  in  the 
civilized  world. 

He  was  possessed  of  indefatigable  en- 
ergy; large  business  capacity;  great  financial  judg- 
ment; commendable  public  spirit;  a zealous  philan- 
thropic nature;  a Ixiautiful  home  life  and  a noble 

Christian  character. 

When  he  came  to  Greenville  in  the  late  sixties,  he 
was  poor  in  purse,  but  rich  in  hope.  He  was  nine- 
teen years  of  age—a  mere  boy. 

He  came  to  Greem'ille  to  assist  his  uncle  in  building 
up  the  grocery  and  produce  business.  He  had  his  first 
commercial  training  with  Howell,  Gano  & Co. , a large 
nyercantile  firm  in  Cincinnati.  Henryvbrought  no  bad 
habits  with  him,  and  consequently  had  no  time  to 
waste  on  frivolities,  neither  had  he  time  to  v\'aste  on 
society  affairs,  for  he  had  come  here  wholly  for  busi- 
ness reasons  and  none  other. 

His  uncle  had  built  up  a small  trade  among  countr\' 
merchants  with  whom  he  exchanged  groceries  for  pro- 
duce. He  had  one  or  two  wagons  making  daily  visits 
to  the  small  towns  and  cross-road  stores  throughout  the 
county,  but  soon  after  young  Henrv^’s  arrixal  other 
teams  were  added  and  the  >scope  of  territory  was  en- 
larged. 

It  w'as  about  this  time  that  his  uncle  suddenly  passed 
away  from  a stroke  of  apoplexy.  This  left  young  Henry 
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with  a ^rcat  responsihilin'  on  his  hands,  hut  he  was 
equal  to  the  emert^ency. 

A mere  boy,  among  strangers,  with  but  little  mone\' 
left  him  by  his  uncle,  he  must  go  forward  or  perish 
from  competition.  He- determined  to  go  forv\'ard. 

He  realized  that  he  had  no  one  to  ad\  ise  with,  none 
to  give  him  counsel  on  experienced  lines,  so  he  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  wholesaling  groceries  to  country 
merchants. 

Boy  that  he  v\'as,  he  realized  that  such  an  undertak- 
ing in  such  a town  as  Green\  ille  whose  population  was 
then  but  2500,  \\'ouId  fetch  him  into  competition  with 
the  big  wholesale*  grocers  of  Dayton,  Columbus,  Cin- 
cinnati and  Chicago. 

But  Heny  St.  Clair  had  faith  in  himself  and  be- 
lieved that  if  others  could  get  business  he  could  do  the 
same. 

Immediately  follo\\'ing  his  uncle’s  death  he  made  the 
personal  acquaintance  of  every  merchant  with  whom 
his  uncle  had  been  dealing.  He  looked  into  their 
standing  and  their  needs;  he  studied  the  resources  of 
each  community  and  then  returned  to  Greeiwille. 

He  called  to  his  aid  a number  of  young  men  pecul- 
iarly fitted  for  the  special  duties  to  which  he  had  as- 
signed each  of  them,  and  he  forthwith  launched  in  the 
u holesale  grocery  business. 

He  increased  the  number  of  his  teams  and  enlarged 
his  held  of  operation  with  each  recurri ng  year.  He  or- 
ganized a corps  of  commercial  drunimers,  \^■ho  entered 
the  held  of  his  competitc'irs,  and  the\'  brought  into 
Greeinille  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  trade 
that  had  prex  iously  gone  elsewhere. 

He  made  the  1 lenr\'  St.  C'lair  wliole.sale  grocery 
house  known  throughout  the  whole  of  western  Ohio 
and  eastern  Indiana.  His  business  was  thoroughly 
sxstematized  and  worked  with  clock-like  precision  for 
over  a third  of  a centurv. 

1 lenrv  St.  C'lair  was  an  earl\  riser.  Kor  \ears  and 
vears  he  was  the  first  man  in  town  to  his  place  of  busi- 
ne.ss.  1 le  was  the  last  to  leave  it  at  night.  1 le  built  up 
a great  business;  he  made  money;  he  became  wealth) . 
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The  making  of  money  was  not  all  he  wanted.  He 
wanted  every  school  child  in  Greenville,  whose  parents 
were  unable  to  clothe  it  properly,  to  have  school  books 
and  i^ood  clothes.  When  a member  of  the  School 
Board  of  Greenville,  he  once  sent  a note  to  Hirundo 
Miesse,  truant  officer  of  the  city,  that  he  would  like  to 
see  him.  When  the  latter  called,  Mr.  St.  Clair  said  : 
‘H  our  duties,  Mr.  Miesse,  bring  you  face  to  face  with 
many  boys  and  girls  who  no  doubt  are  in  need  of  books, 
shoes  and  clothing.  When  you  find  any  such  cases  1 
wish  \ou  wotdd  report  them  to  nte.” 

In  a few  days  Hirundo  found  at  least  a.  dozen  illy- 
clad  children  and  presented  the  fact  to  Mr.  St.  Clair, 
\\ho  immediately  gave  him  a sufficient  amount  of 
money  in  c'ash  (not  in  check),  and  told  him  to  go  and 
tog  each  one  of  them  out  hecomingl} . Hirundo  took 
the  children  down  the  street  and  replenished  the  ward- 
robe of  each  one. 

Mr.  Miesse  said  that  Henry  St.  Clair  continued  his 
generosity  in  that  respect  during  the  entire  seven  years 
of  his  official  life. 

Mr.  Miesse  was  instructed  to  keep  the  matter  a sec- 
ret, which  he  did  until  after  the  death  of  .Mr.  St.  Clair. 

Henry  St.  Clair  donated  all  the  books,  book  cases 
and  statuary  in  the  reference  room  of  the  Carnegie 
Library  so  that  the  children  of  the  city  could  have  the 
same  ad\antages  as  were  granted  to  children  of  larger 
cities. 

At  his  own  personal  expen.se  he  had  the  assembly 
room  in  the  west  school  building  artistically  frescoeel  to 
plea.se  the  eyes  of  the  sclux)!  children  who  assembled 
therein. 

For  several  years  he  was  one  of  the  county  \ isitorsof 
the  Child rens’  Home  of  Darke  cotinty,  and  his  gen- 
erosity from  time  to  time  toward  those  unfortunate 
little  ones  can  not  be  measured  in  words.  Mrs.  T.  H. 
-Monger,  , wife  of  the  superintendent,  says;  “He  al- 
ways had  the  interest  of  the  little  ones  at  heart,  and  he 
was  a most  bountiful  gi\er. ” 

He  fraternized  the  help  in  his  store  so  that  a full 
-share  of  its  prohts  was  added  to  the  salary  of  each  em- 
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ployee.  Ht*  so  thorouy;hly  systemati/ed  his  business 
that  his  absence  from  the  store  for  an  indefinite  period 
of  time  in  no  manner  interfered  with  its  success. 

He  was  not  only  a great  lover  of  art,  but  enjoyed 
traveling  and  \ iewing  the  picturesque  scenery’’  in  all 
parts  of  the  world.  In  company'  with  his  wife  he  visit- 
ed Mexico,  Canada  and  the  countries  of  the  old  world, 
besides  touring  America  quite  frequently,  including 
Alaska. 

Henry'  St.  Clair  earned  every  dollar  he  possessed. 
No  money'  ever  came  into  his  hands  through  specula- 
tion. He  made  his  fortune  in  Greenville,  and  here  is 
where  he  wished  to  spend  it. 

St.  Cl.\ir  Memori.ai.  Hall.  Four  years  preced- 
ing his  fatal  illness  he  discussed  with  his  wife  the  ne- 
cessity of  a training  school  in  this  city'.  It  is  not  in  the 
province  of  this  article  to  go  into  detail  respecting  the 
inside  equipments  of  the  building,  but  rather  to  ex- 
hibit the  structure  pictorially  which  has  been  done  in 
connection  with  this  article.  This  was  an  unusual  gift 
for  a city'  the  size  of  Greenville.  PTw  cities,  many 
times  larger,  ha\e  been  so  generously  favored. 

Mr.  St.  Clair  believed  with  John  Burroughs,  that : 
“Love  is  the  measure  of  life;  that  only'  so  far  as  we  love 
do  we  really  li\'e.  The  \ariety  of  our  interests,  the 
u'idth  of  our  sympathy',  the  susceptabilities  of  our 
hearts;  if  these  do  not  measure  our  lives,  . u'hat  does? 
There  is  nothing  that  keeps  one’s  heart  y'oung  like 
lo\e,  like  sympathy,  like  giving  one’s  self  with  enthus- 
iasm to  some  worthy  thing  or  cause.” 

Henry  St.  Clair  never  failed  in  his  daily'  pray  ers  to 
thank  God  for  all  he  pcxssessed.  To  his  wife  he  fre- 
quently Siiid:  ”.\11  that  u'e  ha\’e  the  Lord  gave  us.  We 
m ust  be  good  to  Him  and  to  all  His  people.  We  must 
not  bear  ill-will  tow'ards  any  of  God’s  creatures.  Let 
our  sympathy  and  genercLsity  know  no  limit  towaril 
our  fellow  beings. 

Pienry  St.  Clair  was  married  to  P'dla  V'^an  Dyke  in 
1S75.  She  was  a daughter  of  the  late  A.  H.  \’^an  Dyke 
w ho  was  sheriff  of  Darke  county  at  that  time.  She 
as  made  'sole  executor  of  Ids  vast  estate.  She  recent- 
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ly  paid  into  the  School  Board  of  Greenville,  $66,000 
as  hrst  installment  on  the  $100,000  her  husband  had 
given  to  the  Memorial  Training  School. 

Of  the  manv  many  other  bequests  made  by  Henry 
St.  Clair  the  public  press  of  Greenville  have  from  time 
to  time  published  in  detail.  He  was  a most  unassuming 
man.  There  was  nothing  ostentatious  about  him.  Of 
the  manv  pri\ate  donations  and  personal  favors  he 
granted,  he  wanted  nothing  said  about  it.  Supreme 
happiness  pre\ailed  throughout  the  whole  of  his  do- 
mestic life,  and  although  timid  in  public,  hr  was  a 
most  charming  entertainer  in  his  home. 

W'hether  \ iewed  as  a merchant,  a financier,  a hank- 
er. a public  spirited  citi/am.  a philanthropist,  a -/ealous 
worker  or  a Christian  in  the  fullest  measure,  Henry 
St.  Clair  was  an  extraordinary  man,  an  honor  to  the 
com m unity,  and  his  name  will  stand  for  generations 
to  come  as  one  of  the  greatest  merchants  Ohio  has  ever 
produced.

The  cut  herewith  presented  is  a perspectix'e  \'iew  of 
the  new  Henry  St.  Clair  Memorial  Buildint^  bein^ 
erected  in  Green\ille,  Darke  Ciountv,  Ohio. 

Grecnx  ille  was  enabled  to  procure  this  fine  modern 
structure  b_\'  the  ji^enerosit}'  of  the  late  Henry  St.  Clair, 
who  in  his  will  deeded  tlie  sum  of  $I0(),000dJ0  to  be 
used  in  the  construction  of  a building  for  the  benefit  of 
the  public  and  the  ad\'ancement  of  educational  interests 
in  general. 

To  further  emphasize  this  fact  the  will  stated  that 
the  building  should  be  erected  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Iducation. 

When  It  became  known  that  this  mone>'  was  a\ail- 
able,  the  Board  oi  h.d uciition , together  with  Mrs.  St. 
Clair,  outlined  a general  scheme  for  a building  which 
in  their  judgment  would  fulfill  all  requirements.  After 
carefully  considering  many  plans,  they. .selected  Archi- 
tects Howard  Merriam,  of  Columbus,  ().,  to  pre- 
pare sketches  for  their  final  approxal. 

During  the  course  of  study  in  connection  with  pro- 
ducing plans  which  would  be  best  adapted,  the  que.s- 
tion  of  a site  suitable  for  such  a monument  gave  the 
Board  and  Architects  a difficult  problem  to  soK’e,  the 
most  suitable  site  being  that  on  which  the  High  School 
Building  stood. 

I pon  the  suggestion  that  the  High  School  Building 
could  be  moved  to  one  side  and  give  an  ample  area  for 
the  new  Memorial  Building,  maki  ng  it  a central  figure, 
estimates  and  bids  on  this  unusual  piece  of  engineering 
\vere  taken  and  the  plan  carried  out  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  .Mrs.  St.  Clair,  \s  ho  gave  practically  all  of  the 
funds  necessary  to  accomplish  this  work. 

T he  building  was  successfully  moved  and  placed  on 
a neu'  foundation  by  the  Kress  Hou.se  IVIox’ing  Co.,  of 
Pittsburg,  Pa.,  under  the  direction  of  the  Architects. 

I bis  then  gav  e beyond  all  dispute  an  ideal  site  for 
the  propo.sed  new  building,  and  upon  this  basis,  plans 
for  the  building  below  described  were  formulated. 

The  building  as  designed  w ill  be  of  a cla.ssic  nature. 
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thereby  giving  it  the  dignity  wliich  a memorial  huild- 
ing  of  this  type  should  have. 

The  main  entrances,  four  steps  above  grade  level, 
open  into  a memorial  rotunda  26  ft.  by  46  ft.,  and  40 
ft.  in  height  terminating  with  a barrel  ceiling  having 
transverse  arches  rising  from  massive  piers.  The  en- 
tire central  portion  of  the  building  is  reached  by  stairs 
7 ft.  in  width,  at  either  end  of  rotunda,  and  an  orna- 
mental memorial  stair  directly  in  front  of  entrances, 
rhe  entire  rotunda,  stairs,  column  bases,  door  casings 
and  caps  are  of  marble. 

From  the  main  corridor,  directly  in  front  of  the  cen- 
tral stair  case  are  the  main  entrances  to  the  foyer  of  a 
large  auditorium. 

This  auditorium  together  with  balcony  and  boxes 
will  have  a seating  capacit}'  of  1200. 

Every  thing  necessary  for  the  equipment  of  a modern 
spacious  stage  has  been  pro\ided,  so  that  Greenville 
will  have  unequaled  facilities  for  the  presentation  of  any 
grand  opera  or  musical  that  can  he  .staged  in  any  city 
five  times  its  size. 

The  auditorium  \s'ill  be  64  ft.  square  and  4S  ft.  in 
height,  the  wall  construction  being  utilized  for  the 
breaking  up  of  surfaces  which  allow  of  cla.ssic  propor- 
tions and  detail  with  impressive  perpendicular  reveals. 
The  equipment  will  include  all  modern  com  eniences 
which  go  to  make  up  a complete  theatre.  This  part 
of  the  building  being  in  its  general  dimensions  similar 
to  the  beautiful  Maxine  Elliott  Theatre  of  New  ^ ork 
City. 

To  the  left  of  the  main  corridor  on  the  first  floor 
will  be  three  large  rooms  occupying  the  entire  wing 
30x70  ft.,  which  may  he  used  for  class  rooms,  all  of 
which  may  be  throwm  together  and  used  for  a banquet 
or  lecture  room. 

To  the  right  of  the  mai n corridor  on  the  first  floor 
\\ill  be  located  a rest  room,  sewing  room  and  kinder- 
garten with  nece.s,s'arv  lobbies  ami  closets.  1 he  kmder- 
garden  department  has  Ixien  gu'en  special  attention  and 
will  be  perfect  m arrangement  and  equipment,  ha\ing 
pri\ate  toilets,  a large  fireplace,  lobbies,  wardrobes.

priv  ate  sun  porcli,  together  u ith  cupboards,  seats,  etc. 

On  either  sidec'-f  the  memorial  rotunda  are  two  stair- 
ways which  lead  to  the  second  tlorir  and  basement. 

Off  tile  main  corridor  to  the  left  on  the  second  Hoor 
IS  arranged  a large  room  to  be  used  for  the  clergy. 

Idle  remainder  of  this  w ing  is  occupied  by  a com- 
plete arrangement  of  rooms  for  the  instruction  of  do- 
mestic science,  including  a kitchen,  serv  ing  rviom,  din- 
ing room,  living  room  and  bed  room. 

I'o  the  right  of  the  main  corrivlor  is  a large  art  ex- 
hibit room  and  two  club  rooms  vv  hich  can  be  thrown 
together. 

In  the  basement  to  the  left  of  the  main  corridor  is  a 
large  gymnasium  with  a 15  ft.  ceiling  together  with 
nece.ssary  sluiwers  and  toilet  rooms. 

To  the  right  of  the  basement  main  corridor  arc  two 
large  rooms  for  manual  training  w hich  will  be  used  one 
for  wood-working  and  one  for  iron  working,  together 
with  all  neces-sary  accommodation.s  such  as  cupboartls, 
etc. 

I nder  the  stage  in  the  basement  vv  ill  be  located  the 
heating  apparatus  ami  dressing  rooms. 

The  heating  system  for  this  budding  contemplates 
direct  steam  radiation  for  all  rooms  except  the  aiulito- 
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rium  which  will  he  heated  by  indirect  steam  blast. 
The  air  for  heating-  and  ventilating  the  auditorium  and 
kindergarten  to  be  taken  from  the  outside  of  the  build- 
ing, drawn  over  stea m coils  and  forced  into  ducts  by  a 
motor  dri\'en  fan. 

The  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  will  be  of  the 
most  modern  and  approved  type. 

The  plans  for  the  huilding  have  been  approx  ed  by 
the  State  Department  of  Inspection  of  Workshops  and 
Factories. 

The  building  will  be  furnished  complete  throughout, 
one  of  the  most  notable  features  of  the  auditoriu m be- 
ing a new  pipe  organ  and  echo  organ  equipment  which 
will  be  presented  by  Mrs.  St.  Clair;  provisions  have 
been  made  in  the  plans  for  this  and  the  contract  has 
been  awarded. 

The  contract  for  the  general  construction  rxf  the 
building  was  awarded  to  Mr.  F'.  F..  Bope,  of  Colum- 
bus, Ohio. 

d'he  sub-contracts  have  been  sub-let  in  mail}'  cases 
to  local  contractors. 

Fhe  date  for  the  completion  of  the  building  will  be 
between  May  and  June  1 . 1911. 

G’reenville  is  to  be  congratulated  in  being  the  recip- 
ient of  this  most  mc-idern  and  useful  structure.

John  Linus  Bascom  was  born  in  Greenville.  Ohio  in  1843. 

Enlisted  in  the  L'nion  Army  April  25.  1861.  as  3 private. 

U'as  discharged  as  Second  Lieutenant.  Co.  H,  h'irst  Mi.^.'^ouri  Litrl'J 
.■\rtillery.  June  15.  1865.  having  served  his  country  over  four  years. 

He  worked  at  painting  awhile  after  the  war  and  was  then  elected 
Marshal  of  Greenville.  He  was  Mayor  one  term  and  was  again  elected 
•Marshal,  and  when  Greenville  became  a city  he  became  its  Chief  hf 
Police.  He  is  now  the  oldest  police  official  in  the  state. 

From  liis  boyhood  to  the  present  hour  he  has  been  admired  for  his 
bravery  and  impartiality.

Born  in  Greenville  May  S.  1872,  he  graduated  from  the  G.  H.  S.  in 
his  19th  year  Glass  of  ’91.  He  spent  a part  of  the  following  season  on 
a farm  with  his  grandmother,  Elizabeth  Jamison,  and  completed  a busi- 
ness course  in  the  G.  W.  Michael  Business  College,  f'elaware,  0.  In 
September.  1892,  he  entered  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  where  he 
ti")ok  a Classical  Course,  graduating  with  the  degree  of  B.  in  June. 
1S97.  Prior  to  his  graduation  he  was  elected  to  teach  in  the  Greenville 
High  Schools  where  he  began  in  Se[)tember,  1897.

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1‘J'JS,  and  beg'an  Ids  term  as  such  July  1.  of  that  year.  Durin^t  the  sum- 
mer of  1901  he  took  a course  in  Botany  at  the  Ch'cago  University  under 
Professors  John  M.  Coulter  and  Chamberlain. 

Notwithstanding  the  busy  life  of  a student  and  teacher  as  mentioned 
above.  Professor  .Martz  found  time  to  take  a part  in  the  local  military, 
when  he  entered  as  First  Lieutenant  of  Company  M,  i>nd  retired  as  its 
Captain  after  4i  years’  service.

Inte-nsi_>  energy,  indomitable  will  and  laudable'  ambition  are  the  strong 
characteristics  of  Donavan  Robeson. 

His  parents  were  Andrew  Robeson  and  Elizabeth  Reeil  Robeson. 
They  were  both  brought  up  in  Darke  County,  Anilrew  Robeson  coming 
with  his  father,  John  Robeson’s  family  to  this  county  in  ISIS,  and  Eliza- 
beth Reed,  daughter  of  Donavan  Reed,  being  born  in  the  county  a year 
later. 

Donavan  Robeson  was  bom  on  his  father'.-;  farm  in  Butler  township. 
His  boyhood  days  were  occupied  with  limited  schooling  and  unlimited 
hard  work.  But  he  made  the  most  of  the  opportunities  at  hand.  In  aii- 
tlition  to  the  district  school,  he  attended  the  ,\cademy  or  Select  School 
started  at  Greenville  by  Profs.  Legg  and  Martz,  and  fitti.-d  himself  for 
school  teaching,  which  he  pursued  several  years,  alternating,  as  was  the 
custom,  with  farm  work  in  summer  and  schO(.)l  teaching  in  winter. 

Along  with  this  work,  he  registered  as  a medical  stiuh'nt  with  Drs. 
P.  K.  Sour  and  John  Ford  at  Arcanum.  In  1804-5  he  matriculated  regu- 
larly at  the  Ohio  Medical  College  at  Cincinnati.  .At  the  end  of  the  Hrst 
year  he  passed  the  examination  of  the  Board  of  Censors,  which  at  that 
time  enabled  him  to  practice  medicine  before  graduation.  Hi‘  started  tlu- 
practice  of  his  profession  at  Iroquois.  111.,  where  he  remained  for  three 
and  a half  years.  On  the  death  of  one  of  his  preceptoi->.  Dr.  .Souiy  he 
returned  to  .Arcanum,  taking  the  vacant  place  in  the  oH'ice  w ith  Dr.  Ford, 
He  immediately  completed  the  course  at  the  t)hio  Meiiictii  I'ollege,  grad- 
uating with  the  Class  of  '70.  -A  little  later  betook  a\.-ar's  study  at 
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Bellevue  Medical  College,  New  York  City,  graduating  there  v\  iih  the 
Class  of  '74. 

He  maintained  his  interest  in  the  office  at  Arcanum,  and  with  the  e.\- 
ception  of  his  absence  at  school,  he  there  put  in  27  full  years  at  hard 
practice.  This  meant  in  those  times,  day  and  night  riding  on  horseback 
for  the  most  part, ‘and  over  the  muddiest  roads  known.  It  was  before 
the  days  of  free  turnpikes,  when  a horse  and  buggy  w'as  a luxury,  and 
an  automobile  was  almost  unthought  of.  The  saddle,  with  the  pill  bags, 
w'as  the  outfit  of  the  country  doctor. 

In  May,  1890,  he  moved  to  Greenville,  engaging  with  Dr.  L.  C.  An- 
derson. where  the  practice  of  medicine  was  continued  the  in  firm  name 
of  Robeson  & Anderson,  until  1902. 

During  five  years  of  this  period.  Dr.  Robeson  was  Division  Surgeon 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railway  Company,  and  of  the  Cincinnati  Northern. 
He  was  also  for  a full  term,  a member  of  the  Board  of  Pension  Exam- 
iners for  Darke  County.  .\11  these  appointments  coming  unsolicited,  can 
be  regarded  as  a recognition  of  his  surgical  and  medical  knowledge. 

Always  an  active  worker  in  the  Democratic  party.  Dr.  Robeson  was 
recognized  for  his  party  service,  by  election  to  the  office  of  Probate

The  late  B.  F.  Judy,  Enoch 
Berry  Seitz  and  George  N'ewhauer,  educators  of  the  highest  type,  were 
his  teachers.

His  an- 
cestors balked  at  the  King  James  method  of  religious  im[)osition  and  re- 
volted-—seceded  as  it  were---in  1684.  and  left  Perthshire  for  America. 
They  settled  in  New  Jersey  and  built  the  town  of  Perth  Amboy,  where 
they  remained  to  the  end  of  their  days. 

Their  descendants  inhabited  that  locality  for  years,  ami  one  of 
tliem,  Philip  Gordon,  grandfather  ofF.  S..  left  there  in  IS-'ko,  and  settled 
in  the  southern  part  of  Darke  county.  Philip  Gordon  founded  the  town 
of  Gordon.

K.  f)v\ens.  atKl  F'rank  S.  Gordon  is  the  offspring  of  that  union.  His 
mother  diet!  when  F'rank  was  but  si.\  months  of  age.  .Amelia  I'emple 
and  Hugh  \'ail  took  the  infant  to  raise.  .Miss  Temple  is  still  living  at 
the  age  of  tl'2.

1 1 1 \ ed  in  a small  town  in  Western  Ohio.  Oreen- 
\ d!e  creek  passed  throuL!;h  the  town,  hut  it  wasn't  much 
of  a creek  only  when  the  sprimy  Hood  came.  I hen  it 
was  that  we  ho_\s  used  to  “h(nit  ' with  hoards  on  the 
\^'atcr,  as  no  one  in  town  owned  a skiff.  I'he  hahit  of 
“na\  ipatimj;  the  creek  <yrew  on  us  until  some  of  u> 
had  marine  fe\er.  The  citizens  of  the  tc'wn  were  so 
puritanic  that  the  ho_\  s were  all  afraid  to  po  near  the 
water  on  Sunday.  1 had  a ho\'  friend  w ho  sugp^ested 
tile  idea  of  huddinpRi  reticular  skiff,  ami  instead  of  usiny 
It  m (jreein  dle  creek  we  took  it  to  Bishop’s  mdl-poml 
t\\'o  miles  up  the  prairie. 

1 won't  say  where  we  pot  the  lumher,  hut  we  pc't  it 
and  built  a boat  way  out  in  the  woods  w here  no  one 
could  find  it.  When  we  had  it  ready  for  the  water  we 
went  with  a horse  and  sprinp  v'.'apon  late  one  Saturda\ 
nipht  and  hauled  the  b(,xit  to  the  mill  dam  and  launch- 
ed it.  After  tyinp  it  to  a stake  we  had  driven  into  the 
bank,  v\e  drewe  back  to  town  and  put  the  wapon  and 
horse  awa\'. 

Early  the  next  morninp  (Sunda\  ) we  luirried  off 
without  our  breakfast  and  in  less  than  half  an  hour  we 
were  in  the  boat.

He  graduated  from  the  Cincinnati  Law  School  in  1887,  and  immed- 
iately opened  an  office  in  Greenville  where  he  has  been  in  active  practice 
ever  since,  exce[)ting  the  three  years  above  noted  in  which  he  presided 
as  Probate  Judge  of  this  county. 

"George,”  as  his  friends  are  wont  to  greet  him,  was  l>orn  in  Pales- 
tine, DarkeCounty.  0.,  January  8.  1804.  He  graduated  from  the  Green- 
\]lle  High  School  in  18,82.  Had  he  given  his  time  to  newspaper  cartoon- 
ing or  rapid  sketch  work,  he  would  have  ranked  among  the  ablest  artists 
in  that  line. 

He  has  a keen  sense  of  humor  which  he  often  delights  to  illustrate 
for  the  amusement  of  his  friend.s.

He  left  the  Recorder’s  office  to  fill  the  position  of  Deputy  County  Clerk 
where  he  remained  over  12  years.  He  served  4 years  as  mayor  of  the 
city  of  Greenville. 

During  his  several  official  connections  in  the  service  of  tfie  county 
and  city  he  found  time  to  serve  as  a member  of  the  Darke  County  -Agri- 
cultural Board,  of  which  he  was  Secretary  4 years.  For  l.'l  years  he  w;is 
associated  witfi  that  board,  and  took  a conspicuous  part  in  helping  to 
make  it  the  greatest  county  fair  in  the  United  States.  At  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Greenville  National  Bank  he  fiecame  Assistant  Ciishier  which

from  a minor  affair  to  the  largest  banking  house  in  Darke  t'ounty.
